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First interrogatory: How did you get knowledge of the order for 
the marking of Russian prisoners of war by branding? 


Answer: I was secretary to the Chief in charge of pr&soners of 
war, Colonel BREYER, and I saw all orders coming into the office 
and discussed them with Colonel BREYER, 


Second interrogatory: Do you know that this order was rescind- 
ed immediately after the defendant Field Marshall KEITELL receiv- 
ed knowlegdge of it? 


Answer; About eight days after the order was issued, it was re- 
voked by General REINECKE. I do not know when General KEITEL 
was notified of the existing order.
